TALLAHASSEE, (FNS) Flo- 
rida financier Ed Ball-has announc- 
ed the establishment of a trust 
fund to preserve wildlife in the 
U. S. and says Wakulla Springs 
near Tallahassee will be made 
into a wildlife refuge.
